The Honorable, The Legislature:

We have completed a review of the activities of the Technology
for Educational Achievement in Wisconsin (TEACH) Board,
as requested by the Joint Legislative Audit Committee.  In fiscal
year (FY) 2000-01, the TEACH Board spent $61.3 million,
including $44.4 million in general purpose revenue, on
programs to invest in educational technology equipment and to
train teachers and others in the use of educational technology.

The TEACH Board is following its statutory mandate to
support the development of educational technology in
Wisconsin.  TEACH Board programs are strongly supported by
K-12 school districts and other educational agencies, and the
TEACH Board has provided a significant amount of funding
since its creation in the 1997-1999 biennial budget.  Despite
TEACH Board efforts to increase reporting, limited
information is available on how funds have been used and on
program effectiveness,  We have included a number of
questions the Legislature may wish to address as it considers
reporting requirements for K-12 school districts, the effect of
new technology on TEACH Board programs, and the level of
support to be provided for the programs in the future.

We appreciate the cooperation and courtesy extended to us by
TEACH Board management and staff.  The response of the
TEACH Board’s Executive Director is Appendix 4.
